atrocious  cruelties,  w)ipse  narajB  in  sucpeedjng  generfitions  will  stain 
the  ]^ge  of  bistory  with  everlasting  di^cace,.iand,rai8je,mpnumeots 
of  dishonor  upon  the  characters  of  tl^e  i^hilclren'  yet  ui)born  01*  his 
family^  so  numerously  connected  througliout  tn€>,  unlVerse.  Th'' 
unfading  blemislies  so  richly  deservecl  t>y  hii'm  and  his  uhfoMunati 
family,  never  can,  nor  will,  as  lona  as  a  human  h^iiag  exists  in  this 
section  of  the  globe,  be  eradicatea  from  the  mipds  of  those  reb> 
lives  now  in  animation,  whose  progenitors  KuScjired  the  most  barha- 
rous  atrocities  on  both  land  a'nd  sea.  The  rod  of  affliiQtibti  which 
he  held  in  ^is  hand,  consigned  numbers  to  a  watery  grav6,  long  an> 
tecedent  to  their  expectations,  in  the  midst  of  youth  and  ttlbom,  that 
happy  portion  <if  human  life,  and  ^urtotind^d  With  thb  pleasures  of 
existence,  so  consonant  to  human  life,  t!he  value  of  which,  when  ju* 
dlciously  cultivated,  far  exceeds  the  splendor  of  the  universe ; 
whose  inhuman  murders  and  druel  inflictjons  have  hot  gone  to  the 
grave,  there  to  lie  in  the  deep  recess  of  terror,  to  sleep  in  silence 
and  sink  in  oblivion.  No,  but  it  has  emerged,  th^  principles  oif 
which  to  excite  the  interest  and  curiosity  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Christian  world,  that  they  may  see  the  eflfeets  of  a  want  of  human- 
ity.   So  alarming  are  the  consequences  of  those  base  and  perfid*

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ioQf  fcrueltiM,  the  intellig«net  of  which  when  rehearsed  (maeb 
more  when  felt)  ire  sufficient  to  shudder  the  mind  snd  weaken  the 
heart,  and  be  producti? e  of  serious  changes  of  a  momentary  na- 
ture on  the  human  constitution.  Those  faculties,  so  essential  to 
man,  bestowed  by  the  great  Author  of  Nature,  which  adorns  the 
mind,  qualifies  the  intellect,  and  prepares  it  Tor  the  in?portant  under- 
takings, that  it  may  not  be  deprived  of  any  of  its  essential  qualities, 
by  dictating  to  the  imagination  the  miserable  fate  of  the  loveliest 
works  of  human  nature,  whose  inhuman  fate  wiiil  soon  appear. 

Reader,  thou  canst  but  admire  the  works  of  Omnipotence,  and 
view  with  consternation  the  grandeur  of  the  universe,  the  sublimity 
of  his  precepts,  and  the  innumerable  ways  and  meane  he  bad  prop- 
agated to  Cur  satisfaction,  in  exploding  the  bond  to  the  world  which 
in  its  effects  contained  the  downfall,  and  heart-rending  murders  ever 
recorded  in  the  page  of  crime.  So  lamentable  are  ita  depredationa, 
in  a  social  point  of  view,  (even  in  former  years,)  the  fruits  of  which 
have  left  the  fatherless  and  motherless,  and  orphan,  to  roam  neg- 
lected in  this  sea  of  misery,  destitute  of  a  habitation,  and  exposed 
to  every  pestilential  vapor  sweeping  round  the  globe.  These  are 
evident  principles,  okar  to  the  understanding  of  all,  which  divine 
Providence  will  surely  punish,  one  time  or  other,  with  severe  male- 
dictions. But  we  find  that  in  n  short  period  the  power  of  the  offend- 
ed begins  to  make  its  appearance,  and  in  a  little  time  produces  seri- 
oifs  consequences. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  remark,  before  further  investigations, 
and  in  order  to  remove  it  from  the  mind  of  every  individual,  lest 
the  name  might  seem  to  have  any  claim,  and  prejudice  betray  some 
to  think  that  the  family  of  John  Howes  belonged  in  any  degree  to 
the  stock  which  produced  that  great  and  illustrious  character,  Sir 
James  Howes  ;  therefore,  in  order  to  distinguish  him,  and  mark  the 
transactions  and  circumstances  of  his  progeny,  which  constitute  the 
object  of  this  production,  and  also  to  satisfy  the  mind  of  the  solici- 
tous researcher  after  the  rise  and  miserable  downfall  of  this  once 
curious  and  respectable  family.  John  Howes,  a  native  of  the  South 
of  Scotland,  who  emigrated  at  a  very  early  period,  possessing  an 
ordinary  share  of  talent,  in  the  cours*;^  of  time  settled  in  West  Ches- 
ter county.  Slate  of  New  York,  anii  by  his  industry  acquired  a 
very  desirable  property  there  ;  but  in  the  course  of  time  to  him 
was  born  a  son,  whom  he  called  John  Howes,  the  principal  subject 
of  this  narrative.  His  father  gave  him  the  opportunity  of  receiv- 
ing the  rudiments  of  a  polisbed  education,  and  at  his  decease,  be- 
queathed him  aP  ^<s  property,  real  and  personal ;  but  having  ac- 
quired wealth,  be  oecame  n  dignified  person  in  the  e^es  of  many. 
As  we  find  money  has  often  been  the  means  of  exalting  many  to 
high  promotions  unworthily,  without  ever  looking  to  their  moral 
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oharuur,  partieiHarly  Hodar  tht  JiiviidlQtioii  of  Britwb  iiifliiwM. 
Howoer,  iBilalgii||  aiTMlf  io  tkt  U«ft  thai  no  mIiUoaI  MtttimNit 
which  hM  or  nay  tall  troin  my  peo  iaadfavUDtfy,  w|U  eaiiao  iiny 
oflbaca  for  a  aouwiat.  Aa  it  oom  not  htlong  to  my  provioao  to  in- 
terfiiro  with  political  aentimeota  or  national,  afiaira,  I  barely  atata 
th«  facta,  aa  thay  hate  appeared  in  authentic  rooorda,  and  from  tkieir 
opei^  expoaare  in  the  court  at  the  bar  of  jiiatice,  in  which  I  hate  the 
honor  to  he  a  member.  Therefore  1  leare  cv^ry  thing  to  the  read- 
Of 'a  diapassionate  remarha,  moat  conaoaant  to  hia  diapoaition. 
;«.  The  family  of  thia  unfortunate  indif  idual  consiatea  of  two  aona 
and  one  daughter,  the  accurate  history  of  whoaeJiveaw^l  appear  on 
the  pagea  of  thia  intereating  publicationt  in  their  respective  placea ; 
the  eccoqnta  of  which  will  be  found  to  ceotain  their  rise  and  dowo- 
fal||  aa  alao  that  of  their  unfortunate  father,  whom  I  an»  compelled 
to  lay  down  and  deacribe.  The  chargea  which  are  imputed  upon 
him  by  historical  productiona'—  the  vile,  miprincipledaMahameful 
actioQs  he  committed  —  no  parallel  ,oan  be  found  in  the  annala  of 
crimOy  and  which  aeeme  be  baa  handed  down  to  hia  followers,  in 
regular  succession,  the  consequences,  the  most  inhuman.  I  assume 
that  in  the  page  «f  history,  neither  ancient  nor  modern,  cannot  be 
found  any  parallel.  No,  not  even  when  the  city  of  Jeruaalem, 
when  suffering  in  the  midst  of  war,  beneged  by  Titua,  and  its  in- 
habitants starving  to  death  within  ita  walla,  where  we  have  the  ac- 
counta  of,  mothers  eatii^  their  own  children,  which  of  itaelf  is  ao 
far  beyond  the  precincts  of  nature  that  I  can  acarcely  conceive  it 
to  have  any  reaemblance  to  the  actions  which  encompaaa  thia  man 
and  his  family,  which  of  the  latter  I  am  obliged  to  say  that  their  ' 
behavior  and  fate  in  life  waa  more  miserable  than  the  former. 
The  names  of  the  wretched  family  being  Henry,  John,  and  Haria 
Howea,  of  which  the  account  of  the  latter  will  conclude  this 
work.  As  I  conscientiously  consider  it  a  duty  incumbent  upon 
me  to  undertake  a  task  so  difficult  and  contrary  to  my  profossioo^ 
that  I  pledge  myself  that  no  exageration  of  its  principles  wili 
appear,  beyond  historical,  and  scif*evident  principles;  and  actual 
knowledge,  which  have  appeared  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Halifax. 
That  the  intdligent  world  may  view  with  abhorrenoe  the  conduct 
of  a  wicked  race,  that  having  appeared  to  the  eyea  of  the  w«>rld 
at  the  bar  of  justice,  cannot  be  tegretted  one  moment  by  the  most 
ordinary  minds.  In  order  that  I  may  enter  into  a  detail  of  Hfe  in 
a  comprehensive  view. 

The  first,  or  earliest  account  we  have  of  him,  we  find  in  Grin- 
ger*s  Life  of  the  Refugees,  vol.  1,  p.  1^;  a  work  now  extant, 
and  well  authenticated. 

We  find  that  in  the  year  1776,  a  year  so  memorable  in  American

Svractes  #e^b  the  ttieibs  bf'Iea^ibff  niaHy  a  blr4i^e  fe)l6W  in  the 
bep,  and  mtiiy  a  dikcbbsoltite  widow  weej^in^rforher  husband. 
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whom^slie  wu  destined  never  i^ein  to  behold  in  this  irorld,  and 
tbeuoor  orphans  to  bewail  the  loss  of  ihtir  father,  so  dear  to  theia. 

To  dwell  on  the  misfortunes  and  transactions  of  this  snan  wo^ld 
fill  a  work  far  more  Tolaminous  than  time  wouM  at  present  permit 
me  to  accomplish.  His  barbarous  acts,  committed  on  both  sea 
and  land,  appear  to  hare  been  prompted  by  no  other  desire  than 
the  accumulation  of  wealth,  and  an  aversion  to  the  American  flag, 
on  which  his  depredations  were  felt ; — these  are  the  onljr  reasoof 
that  can  be  deduced  from  historical  narrations. 

Before  I  conclude  this  subject,  I  wish  to  direct  the  attention  of 
the  reader  to  another  important  transaction.  As  the  cruel  mur- 
derer became  so  well  known  and  felt  in  his  daj  of  career,  which, 
thank  Providence,  has  vanished,  one  which  was,  of  ail  others,  the 
most  cruel  and  lawless,  and  being  quite  freah  in  the  minds  of  many 
to  this  day,  I  will  exert  my  per  to  describe  the  following  trans- 
action in  regular  succession. 

A  few  months  after  the  sinking  of  the  brig  before  mentioned, 
while  cruising  between  Cape  Elizabeth  and  Mount  Desert,  the 
crew  of  the  Spitfire  found  many  difficulties  in  making  their  escspe 
from  American  cruiaf^rs  equally  as  expert,  and  prosperity  begin- 
ning to  decline,  the  crew  be^ran  to  mutinize,  some  charging  the 
icaplain  with  cowardice,  d^o.  However,  he  resolved  to  give  them  a 
trial  on  the  first  opportunity,  as  we  find  from  the  above  authority. 

On  the  12th  of  October,  saw  a  sail  to  the  windward,  then  blowing^ 
a  heavy  gale  from  the  Northwest ;  put  about,  and  by  noon  ran  up  to 
the  windward  of  her,  and  found  her  to  be  the  Amazon,  of  Bangor, 
with  timber,  having  female  passengers  on  bosrd.  As  the  privsteer 
made  another  tack,  to  come  down  on  her  bows,  the  movement  was 
expectantly  watched  by  the  Amazon,  but,  being  heavily  laden,  she 
was  unable  to  escape:  when  the  Spitfire  determined  to  exhibit  a 
superiority  of  naval  movement,  contrary  to  all  custom.  She  csme 
alongside,  fired  a  broadside  into  the  Amazon,  which  was  ineffectual, 
tacked  again,  fired  her  bow  guns  and  gave  another  broadside,  which 
swept  the  schooner  fore  and  aft,  and  seriously  damaged  her  hull ; 
while  the  ill-fnted  and  defenceless  crew  stood  in  terrified  alarm, 
beholding  the  preparations  of  death  nwaiting  them  on  every  side, 
but  still  determined  to  defend  themselves  until  the  last.  When,  in 
a  few  moments,  the  desperadoes,  casting  their  grsppling-hooks,  at- 
tempted to  board,  the  gallant  crew  repulsed  them  several  timea  with 
aevere  loss;  but,  being  overpowered  by  numbers,  they  were  com- 
pelled to  fall  back  before  the  advance  of  the  savage  crew,  who 
conquered  the  unhappy  remnant  of  ?he  Amazon  crew,  only  six  in 
number.  They  then  manned  the  schooner,  steering  E.  by  N.  E., 
wringing  with  them  not  only  the  captured  crew  and  craft,  but  the 
iielpfess  and  defenceless  females,  who  fell  under  the  nnraerciful 


grasp  of  these  eroel  and  unrelenting  tyranrs.  How  can  the  mind 
of  man  feel,  when  iltempting  to  eemment  upon  the  miseriMe  fate 
of  thii  unfortunate  ePMT,  *7reeked  upon  tho  wafes  of  dettruetion, 
and  under  the  tyrannical  and  unprincipled  grasp  of  piirntes,  whose 
brutal  and  tfangiiinery  disposition  inflicted  upon  them  the  most  bar- 
barous and  inhuman  conduct.  How  can  we  Avoid  lamenting,  with 
bitter  tears  and  anguish,  the  fate  of  eight  unfortunate  females,  led 
bv  a  pirate  crew  on  the  wild  waves  of  the  sea,  destitute  of  every 
cumfort,  and  subject  the  brutal  desires  of  men  commanded  by  a 
captain  who  behaved  to  and  treated  tliem  in  the  most  inhuman 
manner,  according  to  the  corruptions  of  his  nature.  Lest  it  should 
prove  disagreeable  to  the  finer  dispositions  to  enter  into  a  minute 
detail  of  the  unruly  deeds  of  men  subject  to  the  infirmities  of 
nature  so  agreeable  to  their  minds,  I  will  defer  the  Subject,  leav- 
ing them  to  the  reader'a  conjecture. 

After  keeping  them  fifteen  days  subject  to  their  desires,  they 
at  length  launched  three  of  them  r-verboard,  who  died  by  the 
inhuman  conduct  offered  to  the^.  The  remainder  they  sent 
ashore  on  the  Island  of  Grand  Menan,  situated  in  the  Bay  of 
Fundy.  Four  of  the  male  victims  died  of  their  wounds,  and  the 
remaining  two  were  suflfered  to  go  aSshore  at  Little  River,  situated 
about  twenty-eight  milieiB  west  of  Eastport. 
J:  It  ia  almost  aa  unnecessary  as  it  is  interesting  to  cite  any  more 
of  the  crueltiea  perpetrated  by  the  privateers.  If  hii^tory  could 
produce  even  one  noble  or  generous  deed,  I  would  feel  a  sorrow  in 
deprivinff  them  of  its  publication,  but  in  vain.  We  might  aeareh 
historical  and  personal  accounts,  and  we  could  find  not  the  least 
symptom  tending  to  good,  but  every  thing  pointing  to  unmerciful 
and  unrelenting  cruelty.  He  was  not  generous  to  the  poor,  unfor- 
tunate females;  if  he  had  been  favorable,  and  treated  them  kindly, 
he  might  have  left  a  good  action  to  be  reminded  of.  In  no  instance 
do  we  find  him  ever  to  attack  any  vessel  which  seemed  as  if  able  to 
defend  itself.  However,  they  continued  their  depredations  for  some 
time,  hovering  about,  until  at  length  they  came  in  contact  with  an 
unsuspected  craft,  a  little  time  after,  while  cruizing  off  Nantucket 
Shoals,  which  was  about  as  far  west  as  they  usually  went ;  but  on 
the  14th  of  November,  the  day  being  hazy,  the  wind  West  by 
South,  about  3  o'clock,  P.  M.,  saw  a  sail  to  the  southward,  but  did 
not  come  to  any  conclusion  what  she  might  be.  '  On  the  following 
morning,  athalf*past  six  oclock.she  found  herself  quite  convenient 
to  a  sloop  of  war  often  guns :  but  during  the  night,  the  wind  shift- 
ed to  the  West,  and  retarded  the  motion  of  the  sloop  towards  them. 
They,  of  course,  did  not  proceed  towarda  her ;  but  about  noon  the 
sloop  crowded  all  sail,  and  seemed  resolved  on  an  attack.  At  2, 
P.  M.,  the  sloop  overhauled  her,  and  a  desperate  fire  was  kept  up

The  following  morninj^the  watejr  wfis  covered  Vith  ft  thick  fog, 
which  is,  quite  conuuon  m«the  Bay  of  Fundy,  and  this  «ive  her 
great  ajdvant^ge,  as  they  risked  a  oour^e  to  shpre^  s^nd  the^eptune 
could  not  advance,  on  ti^(^  ^approach  of  low  wateif,  as  fast  qs  the 
Spitfire,  :   "  .         ■ 

This  engagement  put  ^ii  end  to  piratical  ejcpeditions  by,  Capt^ 
John  Howes.  Irving  repaired  to  his  residence,  situated  as  before 
remarked,  he  resided  there  for  some  years,  but  eventually  cjleparted 
this  life,  weighed  down  by  the  most  infamous  and  cifuel  acts,  to  ap- 
pear before  ptiii^^who  will  rewajfcl  hini  as  he  dese^rved.  tiiis  name 
will  be  i^n^prtaUpd  in  the,  pages  of  history  wUn  aversipn  and  dis- 
respect* tt  sl^all  npt  be  perrail^ted'  to  sink  in  bl^liylon,  so  that  the^ 
gloomy  mantle,  ,whicl>  surrounds  his  deeds  of  inhumanity  shall  rise 
and  cast  itsd^f  in  th^  faee  of  the  children  of  his  seed,  even  to  the 
generations  unborn  pf  him ;  which  the  attentive  reader  may  view 
conspicuously  when  ho  reads  the  eventful,  miserable  life  of  two 
eons  ana  one  daughter,  particularly  of  the  younger  son,  whose  cu- 
rious life  constitutes  the  sole  foundation  of  this  production— whose 
life  and  bold  undertakings  does  not  enfold  an  equal. 

To  return  to  my*  subject  In  order  that  I  may  give  a  satisfactory 
narration  pf  John  Howes  and  his  family  in  succession,  commenc- 
ing as  I  have,  and  ending  with  the  daughter,  I  wish  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  ri^ader  to  the  elder  son,  whose  name  is  Henry,  the 
life  of  whom  I  will  expatiate  as  brief  as  possible,  observing  that 
nbthing  of  interest  shall  be  omitted  in  his  eventful  life.  He  pur- 
chased (in  ofHcer^s  commission  in  the  British  service  in  1815,  in  an 
infantry  regiment,  and  conducted  himself  with  perfect  regularity  for 
spme  years,  as  far  as  military  order  and  discipline  Is  concerned ; 
but  being  addicted  to  intoxicating  drinks,  in  which  he  indulged  him- 
self at  pleasure,  he  became  the  most  lustful  and  disorderly  man 
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known  in  the  service.  uase  evils  preying  upon  his  conduct,  fc*

Henry  Howes,  whose  fate  was  juat  reniark«d. 

Tbci  principles  which'  led  to  his  detection  werttk->~at  he  wat  on 
parade  one  day,  he  carelessly  dropped  a  paper,  wMoh  his  storj^eant 
picked  up  and  examined,  and  foUnd  it  bebnged  to  him.  This  led 
to  an  inscrutable  search,  when  ali  was  di«c<Vvered,  and  when 
brought  to  trial  ^ave  immediate  c^viction.  These  illegitimate 
proceedings  Were  introduced  to  him  from  members  who  were  resi* 
de»ts  of  t&  oOHiitry.  By  his  vindictive  disp<»Hion^  he  thought  to 
eatabi ish  its  oonseiluenoes  in  the  service.  However,  he  derived  but 
little  successi  owing  probably  to  a  limitationrof  time.  He  considered 
it  Was  the  only  means  in  satisfying  his  insatiable  desire  for  revenge ; 
an  evil  which,  in  its  effects,  has  been  productive  of  so  many  roie' 
fortunes,  so  much  so  that  the  reader  needs  ho  comment  upoh  it. 
SuActent  to  say,  that  the  transactiona  of  his  fkthbr,  which  you  ai<e 
already  acquainted' with  in  a  concise  manner,:  together  wKh  his 
own,  has  absorbed  from  the  earth,  where  the  reinnant  of  his  erodl* 
ties  are  mouldering  to'duMt,  has  collected' its  ingredients  into  vaa* 
cular  vapor,  hovering  in  the  atmosphere,  pursuing  the  footsteps  of 
its  unfortunate  victim^  until  at  last,  unable  io  suipport  its  justice,  it 
desoendiupon  him  in  mighty  fury,  and  commanos  he  ehall  no  lon- 
ger enjoy  the  paths  of  the  living.  Just  like  a  mighty  river,  deriv- 
ing its  souroe  firo«|i  little  and  little,  until,  by  degrewSi  ita  pbwer 
becomes  ao  terrible  that  it  cannot  be  withstood,  tillii  mingles  its 
watera  in  the  ocean.  So  you  may  evidently  see  from  what  llttlfe 
oircumstances  serious  events  ofien  times  will  emerge,— as  it  was 
from  dropping  ono  of  those  papers  whith  contained  his  downfall. 
But  divine  Prdtidbncfli  has  innnmeraMe  Ways  and  meant  in  pr^o* 
dnoing  4iis  juM' diapenMttion.  But  in  Witt  Hiki  I  mMy  sfetisfy  the 
iHinds  of  Boli«Hc!««  veadori  after  this  unfoirtonMd  fkmily,  and  thM  I 
MiydeiMil  their  i^Htfento  no  longer  upon  incidenis  which  oetiirln 
IftlaMe  (kr  remote,  was  because  I  wisb  to  elucidatft,  in  the  simpliefit 
manner,  to  til  Wht^  wUl  aviiil  themselves,  both  oM  and  young,  in 
pernsing^the*  history ofthis  fkmiiy,  hopiii^g it  shdtb^  found  agreeable 
to  thetendMreat  feelinjifs,  and  productive  of  interesting  information.

kingf,  empires  slid  republics,  I  could,  not  with  justice  to  myself  or 
the  world,  efsde  explaiuinff  its  tonsequences  and  diflSculties.  It 
should  be  handed  over  to  the  most  scientific  and  enlightened  char« 
■eters  of  the  day,  that  they  might  develope  its  origin  with  impa^* 
tiality  and  purify  its  principles  from  the  misty  bounds  with  which 
they  are  encircled.  That  the  ienlightened  world  might  ubserff^ 
with  transparency,  the  cruelties  and  vile  murders  he  committer/, 
— his  oppressive  exactions,— the  motives  which  induced  him,  and 
important  concerns  he  was  engaged  in,  is  a  task  so  difficult  i>i 
itself,  and  laborious,  thst  it  would  employ  the  mind  of  a  more 
competent  talent  than  t  sm  possessed  of. 

Although  being  appointed  to  unravel  the  principal  incidents  of 
his  life  without  the  least  exaggeration,  I  have  thought  it  expet^ient 
to  comment  upon  it  with  brevity,  nud,  as  a  satisfaoiion  I  owe  to 
myself,  by  giving  it  the  eailiest  publication.  Others,  I  presume, 
may  treat  it  with  more  severity,  but  my  principle  wont  permit  me 
to  treat  it  as  it  desfrves.  But  to  overlook  its  dismal  proceedings, 
without  treating  it  in  a  manner  subservient  for  some,  and  inter* 
esting  for  others, — without  the  slightest  enumeration  of  its  parts 
-^what  barely  cannot  be  avoided,— the  principles  of  bis  life  are 
to  be  found  in  what  follows : 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  revolution  of  1775,  his  father  had  to 
abandon  his  country  and  property,  which  was  confiscated,  fie  set* 
tied  at  Windsor)  ii|  Nova  Scotia,  where  he  had  born  to  him  this  Aon, 
John  Howes,  and  during  hb  residence  there  received  ashare  of  ed- 
ucation  in  proportion  to  bis  talents;  but  not  being  endowed  by  na- 
ture with  greali  acquirements,  his  unfortunate  father  never  contem- 
plated muc^l)  to  have  him  promoted  in  a  political  or  military  point  of 
as  we  find  he  did  with  Henry,  wtiose  ambition  and  activity 
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appeared  farauperior  to  his  brother  John's,  which  pleased  bis  father 
in  an  admiraUe  point  of  vievr,  so  he  had  him  promoted,  as  it  was 
hie  father's  glorious  element  to  be  distinguished  for  ev«ry  movement 
of  his  life  seemed  to  aspire  to  such.  However,  John's  charaeter 
and  disposition  seemed,  in  several  instanees,  dissimilur  to  that  q^ 
Henry  in  their  yoothfmii  days.  Henry  waa  bia  father'a  eompeiii«B 
and  favorite  in  his  walks.  John  was  the  principal  favorite  of  his 
mother,  became 'his>  temper  appeared  mere  siB<*eth,  and  his  a8e»* 
lion  greater^  Bat  asih^  grew  up,  he  became  very  preeipitate  vn 
his  aoti9na  and  temperyi—snmuoh  altered,  and  mind  so:  aMiobde- 
praved'*-fav  beyond  hie  mother's  expeotatioRs^  whose  oharaeter  wis 
■o  humane  mdohnrMtUehr-virtiuHia  in  every  r<Mpeet^--btit  to  htr 
misery;  Her  kuaband'a  oruelty  and  iahnmenily  depHved  her  of 
pleunie  in  tMOife^  She  deptrled  Ihia  lifebtfiwi  way ^tonseqneMM 
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tpok  4>lace.  She  endeavored  by  every  mpanat  to  tsf}\^{m.h\xji^i 
and"  exhprted  him  to  return  to  a  thought  of  rigji^ousneps.  3ut  bis 
vile  heart  was  as"  hafd  as  the  rocR  of  ((dangiantr-proiof  agaijiBt 
woini^ny  inAuepce.,  She  saw  an^  yi^We^  tvith  aphoTencie,.tl^p 
mournful  irk^idepts  that  were  likely. to  descend  upon  her, f^ily, 
which  sank  her  to  the  gffive.
